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FTII STRIKE: Day 73 


The Students Association of the FTII find it pertinent to register their hope that the 
report that is to be submitted to the ministry by the 3 member panel that visited our 
campus is taken into complete consideration as soon as possible and a solution can be 
found to solve the ensuing crisis at the earliest. 


The students tried their best in communicating the recurring systematic, administrative 
and infrastructural issues of the institute, spurred by a lack of seriousness by the 
Information and Broadcasting ministry towards the FTII that only escalated when the 
current appointments to the FTII Society were announced. 


The systematic failings were talked about at length with the panel, the sense of anguish 
and disappointment because of the ignorance of the ministry towards the institute's 
plight for several years as much as the fears and insecurities the students had towards 
the appointed Chairman and the FTII society members. We clearly communicated our 
feelings as well as facts related to the lack of credentials and experience the 
objectionable members had and registered our deepest concerns so as to how these 
people were fit to guide the FTII into a new era. 


The 3 member panel led by Mr. Khan also clearly communicated to the media their 
willingness to solve the ensuing crisis that had only escalated as a result of the constant 
ignorance by the incumbent government of the core issues and their efforts to instead 
launch systematic attacks on our integrity and work ethic, all of which were only 
heightened by their attempts to assess the 2008 batch on a pro-rata basis and the two 
unfortunate incidents of police forces intervention on campus and the subsequent 
arrests. 


The students of the FTII sincerely hope after 73 days of suspension of academic 
activities, that the panel will best communicate the students core concerns regarding 
the strike, that still remain the same and the ministry will proactively work ona 
solution that will quell the concerns of stakeholders of the FTII and innumerable people 
from all walks of life of this country. The students remain keen to hear the ministry's 
solutions to re-instill their faith towards the running of their institute, one that they 
hope will start from reform of the apex governing bodies, and that will trickle down to 
addressing other staff, administrative and infrastructural issues. 


The students of the FTII sincerely hope to see the ministry now initiate a series of 
reforms for transparency and excellence to return to the premier film and television 


institute in the nation, to subsequently help us end the strike soon, and show their 
concern for the loss in our academic activities passing by every day. 
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
